A DENTAL practice must have mod- 
ern surroundings if the patient is 
to be persuaded that he is getting 
the profession’s newest and _ best 
techniques. That is the opinion of 
Doctor M. Jerome Edwards, of 
Adrian, Michigan. In February, 
Doctor Edwards opened his new 
professional building a mile from 
the downtown area of this city of 
25,000 persons. The one-story 
masonry building is situated just 
across from the new $2,000,000 
Emma L. Bixby hospital, a 168- 
bed institution. 

Doctor Edwards first planned 
to build only an office for himself, 
but after consultation with his 
architects he decided to enlarge the 
plan so that two additional suites 
are included, which have been 
leased to a surgeon and an ob- 
stetrician-gynecologist. 

“First impressions are the most 
lasting,” Doctor Edwards said. 
“While I had modern equipment 
in my downtown second floor of- 
fice, I doubt if my patients real- 
ized it, or appreciated it. The dim 
stairway, a cramped _ reception 
room, an air conditioner that was 
difficult to control, and a heating 
system that did not give a constant 
temperature, did not help the 
frame of mind of my patients. 
Older people had trouble with the 
stairs, and many were upset about 
hunting for a parking space, or 
worried that the meter would run 
out before they got back.” 


Walk-up 
Office Days 
Are Ended 


Modern dental office in hospi- 
tal area also provides two in- 


come units. 


The pass-through instrument case 
between the two operatories. Miss 
Kay Rau, assistant, is in the fore- 
ground. Doctor Edwards is on the 
opposite side. 


The new office provides a black- 
top parking space for twenty-five 
cars. There is only one floor and 
no basement in the building. A 
compact gas-operated unit located 
in a utility room 914 by 1414 feet 
in size provides heat, air condition- 
ing, and hot water. 

The decision to include the two 
additional office suites was made 
because Doctor Edward’s building 
costs, up to a certain point, de- 
crease as the plan is enlarged. 

Separate reception rooms were 
decided upon because of the diver- 
gence of patient problems among 
the three offices. Persons with den- 
tal problems would find little in 
common with expectant mothers, 
for instance. Doctor Edwards’ re- 
ception room, 9 feet by 14 feet, 
opens from the common vestibule. 


A feature which Doctor Edwards 
has incorporated into the wall be- 
tween the two main operatories 
was seen in only one other office 
he visited. It is a shelving area 
three-feet high and two feet deep. 
with instruments accessible from 
either room through sliding glass 
doors. Doctor Edwards expects to 
save himself and his assistant 
many steps through the use of 
the pass-through cabinet. 

“| have always wanted a modern 
office with parking right outside 
the door,” Doctor Edwards said. 
“Another thing about the building 
which I hardly need mention is 
that I hope some day it will be 
an important part of my estate.”

A REPORT ON DENTISTRY IN THE USSR 


THERE are two levels of dental education in Russia. An individual can 
become a dentist after three years of dental school, and can do restora- 
tive dentistry and simple extractions. In order to become a stomatologist, 
five years’ training is required. Once qualified, he can perform more 
complicated types of surgery and treat any disorder of the oral cavity 
and associated structures. Students training to become stomatologists 
get 220 rubles ($22.00) per month, and outstanding students rather 
more. After graduation they receive 1000 rubles ($100.00) per month 
and increases at five-year intervals. A professor receives 114 times more 
money than a stomatologist. There are 20 dental schools and 15 schools 
for stomatologists. In 1935 there were 10,000 dentists and no stoma- 
tologists, while by 1955 there were 30,000 dentists and 11,000 stomatolo- 
gists, about 70 per cent of them women. No Russian stomatologist has 
been to America. 

Dental treatment is free in the USSR. However, there are probably 
100 or more private offices where patients can get treatment if they do 
not choose to use the free clinics—Desmos of Delta Sigma Delta.

Topay we see inflation all around 
us—in the fees we charge and in 
the prices of the things we buy. 
How far will it go? How will it 
end? How will this affect you, a 
practicing dentist? 

In the German inflation of 1924, 
the mark rose from a price of four 
for a United States dollar to four 
trillion for the dollar. Near the 
end, prices rose so rapidly wages 
had to be paid and spent daily 
before higher prices made the 
money worthless. 

In our crash of 1929, stocks fell 
and the walls of finance came 
tumbling down. People came to 
dental offices only when they were 
in extreme need. Past credit rat-

ings were unreliable. Many pa- 
tients who formerly paid their bills, 
suddenly could not pay at all. They 
had jobs before. Now they had 
none. 

What can we dentists do to sur- 
vive financially if inflation sky- 
rockets as it did in Germany in 
1924, or stops short with a busi- 
ness crash as it did here in 1929? 

In periods of inflation a dentist 
must raise his fees as rapidly as 
other prices increase. This is not 
as easy as an outsider would as- 
sume. Patients have to be “sold” 
dentistry and dental health. As a 





































rule, they would rather spend their 
money for items that give them 
more immediate pleasure. It does 
not take much to deter them from 
“buying” dentistry. If fees go up 
too fast, the patient’s resistance 
to accepting our services increases. 
There is a limit to how rapidly and 
how much we can raise fees. When 
fees are above what patients are 
able to pay, they come to us only 
for such emergencies as toothache. 
extractions, and replacement of 
anterior teeth. 

If we knew how long an infla- 
tion would last. we would put all 
our spare money into stocks, real 
estate, and other things that we 
knew would move up with the as- 
cending cycle. We would get a 
long, low lease on our dental office 
agreeing to terminate it at the top 
of the boom. Or we might buy an 
office building and if possible have 
a rental associated with it so as to 
have extra income to pay taxes 
and perhaps other expenses of the 
building. We would buy both home 
and ofhce with as small a down 
payment as possible and arrange 
to pay off the loan in the last years 
of the inflation. 

At the top of the boom, we 
would sell everything, stocks and 
real estate. and put our funds into 
cash and_ short-term  top-grade 


bonds. 


What to Do Now 

This is what we would do if we 
knew how long inflation would last. 
Unfortunately, like life, no one 
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knows this. Most leading economic 
advisors today believe we will have 
neither the extreme devaluation of 
money as in Germany in 1924 nor 
a stock crash as here in 1929. 
Nevertheless, no one can promise 
what will happen. So we have no 
choice. We must prepare for more 
inflation and at the same time con- 
template the possibility of a defla- 
tion. 

To do this there are ten things 
we can do: 

1. We can build and maintain 
sound dental practices. By striving 
to do good dentistry and keeping 
a satisfied clientele, we can retain 
patients’ confidence through any 
economic period of stress. 

2. We must increase the charges 
for our services as other prices ad- 
vance, but we also must not raise 
them above what the patients can 
afford to pay. This many times 
means educating the patient to 
want the best dentistry. High pres- 
sure salesmanship that takes the 
patient’s money but does not really 
“sell” the patient on the true value 
of the dentistry received, does not 
build practices that will hang to- 
gether through high and low peri- 
ods of the business cycle. 

3. A flexible fee schedule will 
enable a dentist to raise fees with- 
out patient resentment. A set fee 
for such services as prophylaxis, 
extractions, Class II restorations. 
or dentures, is difficult to change. 
If, however, the fee is quoted as 
depending on the condition of the 
tooth or mouth, it can be more 
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easily adjusted to fit the patient 
and the general business cycle. 

4. At today’s stage of the busi- 
ness boom, we will be smart to 
keep ample dental supplies ahead 
but not go overboard. Prices may 
be lower some day. Bear in mind 
it is not always cheaper to “buy 
by the dozen.” Large quantities of 
certain supplies like cements and 
anesthetics may invite spoilage and 
aging. At times, though. a dental 
supply house will allow the pur- 
chase of these items in large 
amounts at a price saving with the 
understanding that only _ small 
fresh portions of the order will be 
shipped as needed. 

5. Keep up with the modern ad- 
vances of dentistry by attending 
postgraduate courses and reading 
professional journals. A _ dentist 
who slips behind on dental educa- 
tion has difficulty making a living 
in good times and bad. 

6. If you build a home or office 
make sure it is constructed with an 
eye on future upkeep and main- 
tenance costs. Brick or stone walls, 
tile, asbestos, or composition shin- 
sles, will not need painting or as 
much maintenance. I[n_ inflation 
periods, the cost of labor and ma- 
terials is high. In depressions, 
there may not be enough money to 
pay for repairs. 

7. Do not go into debt too deep- 
ly at this time. Of course, it may 
seem an advantage to repay with 
cheap money and interest can be 
taken off income tax; but when 
deflation comes, high debt com- 
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mitments may look taller than the 
Alps and as difficult to surmount. 

8. Keep a middle of the road 
position in regard to investments. 
Do not be greedy. Do not wait to 
sell at the top of the market. In 
real estate and stock deals let the 
fellow to whom you sell have a 
chance to make money too. 

Try to diversify your invest- 
ments. Do not put all your funds 
in either cash or stock. Place some 
money in banks, some in govern- 
ment and corporate bonds and 
postal savings. Have a percentage 
in stocks and real estate. The per- 
centage of the funds you place in 
any one thing will depend on how 
much savings you have and your 
age. A younger man can lean more 
on the speculative side. In case of 
losses, he has the time and the 
health to build up again. 

It is as much a mistake to put 
all your funds in cash and long 
term bonds as it is to put it all in 
stocks. Either way you may find 
yourself in a poor financial posi- 
tion. It is good business to have 
cash in case the market breaks. For- 
tunes are often made when in- 
vestors have funds with which to 
buy in a cheap market. On the 
other hand if everything is in cash 
and the market runs away on the 
upside, the cash holder finds him- 
self with higher prices and a lower 
value to his cash dollar. A planned 
investment program may seem 
slow when you are building an 
estate, but with time and com- 
pound interest, the speed increas- 
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es. The person who follows such 
a plan, one day awakens to find 
he is well off. 

9. Watch your personal and of- 
fice expenditures. Money may be 
coming in rapidly these days, but 
unnecessary spending should be 
curbed. Things may be cheaper 
some day. However, if you really 
need something and can afford it, 
buy well-built equipment or well- 
made merchandise. 

10. Do not cry about situations 
in the real estate and stock markets 
where you failed to take advan- 
tage of a good investment. You 
cannot buy everything that comes 
along. If you pick stocks on either 
the New York or the American 
Exchange you have certain safety 
advantages. Unlisted or wildcat 
investments are dangerous. If 
salesmen try to press you into 
buying something of this sort, be- 
ware. There are many good buys, 
even today, on the two major 
stock exchanges that trustworthy 
investment companies will recom- 
mend. Watch out whenever any 
one offers you an investment with 


an extra high yield or interest, 
especially if they promise quick 
return of capital. The higher the 
yield the more the risk. It is some- 
times good business to take a risk 
for high gain; but when this is 
done, you must realize that the 
chances of losing all or part of 
the principal are also extremely 
likely. 

Dentists will be busy for years 
to come. The population of the 
United States has been increasing 
faster than the dental profession. 
Today the public is better educated 
to the need of good dentistry than 
at any time in history. 

However, at the top of an in- 
flation or at the bottom of a de- 
pression, people find it difficult to 
find the money to buy things, es- 
pecially dentistry. 

So, let’s play it smart. Take a 
conservative course for what is 
ahead. By doing so, you may not 
get as rich during boom times 
but you will not be as pcor either 
when deflation sets in.

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Science Stocks 


As an Investment 


BY DAVID L. MARKSTEIN 


MissILEs fly toward the moon and 
“moons” orbit the earth. 
Electronic gadgets guide every- 
thing from simple household ap- 
pliances to complicated factories. 
New drugs relieve ailments from 
which humanity has suffered for 
centuries. Chemicals change our 
way of life. Science progresses in 
hundreds of directions. With all 
these changes going on around us 
how can a dentist profit through 
investment in the right stocks ? 

It is an over-simplification to 
say, “Invest in science stocks.” To 
some of the companies that lead 
in these new directions, a revolu- 
tionary product that might change 
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Here are possible dangers you 
should be aware of before in- 
vesting in science stocks, and 
some specific recommenda- 
tions. 


its industry will make but small 
change in the company’s profit 
picture (and an investor’s gains), 
simply because the company is so 
big that the change is slight in re- 
lation to its overall operations. 
Others of the leaders are small, 
shaky firms that can make superior 
products but fail in the profit de- 
partment. 

Investing profitably in science 
stocks is not simply a matter of 
placing an order with a_ broker 
for shares of some glamour cor- 








poration. Selecting those which 
earn money is as important as 
finding the firms that make the 
new products. 

Throughout the past year, select- 
ed science stocks have outpaced 
the stock market as a whole. Their 
pace accelerated after the launch- 
ing of the United States’ space pro- 
gram awakened new public inter- 
est in expanding scientific fron- 
tiers; and it is proceeding vigor- 
ously right now. 

Some companies that are strong- 
est in scientific developments con- 
tinued to raise their profits 
throughout the recent recession. 
Others were hurt by the business 
slump, but are now coming out of 
it. Altogether, the picture for se- 
lected science stocks is bright. 


Possible Dangers 

But that brightness hides a dan- 
ger. The danger is the enthusiasm 
of investors who have bid up the 
prices of some science stocks to a 
point where they already discount 
two, three, five, and in some cases 
as much as ten future years of ex- 
pected growth. 

And another danger looms, al- 
though the fact that it looms does 
not mean it will come abecut. This 
is the threat of a reaction in the 
market. Stock prices are at high 
levels, as measured by two tradi- 
tional investment yardsticks: the 
averages price-earnings ratio 
(how many times the earnings are 
multiplied to equal the price of the 
stock): and the ratio of bond in- 
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terest to stock yields. When stocks 
sell at dividend yields below the 
interest rates of high-grade bonds, 
that is a danger signal; because 
when this happens many institu- 
tions and individual large inves- 
tors switch to safer bonds. 

On the plus side is technical 
strength, and the fact that much of 
the stock being bought is in 
“strong” hands. That is, institu- 
tions such as pension and mutual 
funds are buying it and they will 
not be easily frightened into dump- 
ing it on the market. 

If a reaction comes, it will mark 
a good buying opportunity. Bar- 
ring that, the market may have a 
period of consolidation. I do not 
look for any surge of stock prices 
in the close future such as we have 
had in the immediate past. 


Investment Recommendations 

Considering the situation I have 
described, in what fields and what 
stocks should the dentist buy to 
participate in the scientific expan- 
sion of the country and the econo- 
my? 

Electronics is probably the fast- 
est growing industry in the Nation 
today. The companies that I be- 
lieve offer prime investing oppor- 
tunity in electronics and the allied 
field of electricity are: AMP, In- 
corporated; Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System; General Telephone 
and Electronics: General Electric: 
International Telephone; and Ray- 
theon. 

The drug industry is another 
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dynamic one. It has a measure of 
recession resistance, as proved in 
the past slump. And with wonder 
drugs coming to market, the fol- 
lowing are what | consider excel- 
lent investing vehicles: American 
Home Products; Charles Pfizer; 
Schering Corporation; Carter 
Products; William H. Rorer; and 
Smith, Kline and French. 

Closely allied to the drug in- 
dustry is the field of cosmetics. 
Some companies have grown tre- 
mendously and give signs of con- 
tinuing to grow. Those | recom- 
mend most frequently to clients 
include: Avon Products; Beauty 
Counsellors; Nestle-LeMur: Rev- 
lon, Incorporated; and Shulton, 
Incorporated. The stock market is 
just beginning to recognize the po- 
tential of this industry. 

And what of the race into 
space? What of the missile stocks? 
In that field I like Raytheon 
(recommended also under electron- 
ics firms) ; and Parker-Hannifin. 


In the oil and gas industry, 
some stocks stand out in my opin- 
ion for their science stakes in 
chemicals and plastics, for work 
in the atomic field, and for excel- 
lent management. They include: 
Arkansas Louisiana Gas: Tennes- 
see Gas Transmission; Texas Com- 
pany; and Texas Natural Gaso- 
line. 

Some of the miscellaneous sci- 
ence stocks I recommend now are: 
Johnson Service (controls): Me- 
Graw-Hill (technical and scientific 
information, books and maga- 
zines): Gerber Products (excel- 
lent research on infant and old age 
diets) : Tecumseh Products (which 
benefits strongly from air condi- 
tioning growth); Thermoking 
(truck and bus air conditioning) , 
Cessna Aircraft; and Goodyear

BECAUSE of the nature of his iso- 
lated practice a general practition- 
er of dentistry has few opportuni- 
ties for self-improvement. The ra- 
pid changes in dental techniques, 
as well as the application of scien- 
tific advances to the profession of 
dentistry, emphasize the need for 
constant study. During the past 
quarter century we have seen den- 
tistry progress to a profession that 
requires an ever greater knowledge 
of new biologic concepts. 

The burden of caring for the 
dental health of the people falls on 
the general practitioners who com- 
prise 97 per cent of all available 
dental personnel. Dentists possess 
the necessary academic _back- 
ground, and are aware of their

responsibilities. Up to a decade 
ago, however, possibilities for post- 
graduate study were meager; about 
the only available method was at- 
tendance at dental society meet- 
ings or the formation of study 
clubs. It was necessary for dentist- 
ry to make an effort to achieve the 
status of a progressive profession. 
The questions were: How? Where? 
When? 

The Academy of General Den- 
tistry, now in its eighth year, was 
formed to foster and encourage 
continuous, formal postgraduate 
education. “Formal” means a 
minimum of fifty clock hours of 
study in a recognized teaching in- 
stitution every three years. For a 
sound foundation, other basic re- 
quirements include membership in 
organized dentistry: three years in 
practice; and at least 50 per cent 
attendance at scientific sessions of

graduate study. 


the local or regional dental society. 
We in the Academy realize that 
fifty clock hours is a small require- 
ment. It amounts approximately to 
two days per year. Regional 
groups may raise this school re- 
quirement if they wish. However, 
the present policy is to interest all 
general practitioners in returning 
to school, rather than the estab- 
lishment of an educational elite. 


One Day Courses 

The Academy removed 
many of the bars to such an 
achievement. Dental schools were 
consulted, and appropriate one- 
day courses organized. Tuition was 
discussed and brought within rea- 
son. Where schools were distant 
or not ready to undertake this pro- 
gram, seminar-type society meet- 
ings were approved for formal 
credit. When necessary, desired 
courses with qualified instructors 
were assembled and conducted un- 
der Academy auspices. Courses 
may range from interceptive ortho- 
dontics and radiation hazards to 
market investments and_ public 
speaking. The type of study is not 
as important as the principle of 
regular attendance. 

The aims of the Academy were 


has 
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quickly accepted by ethical dentist- 
ry. Membership applications have 
been received from all parts of the 
country. Nineteen deans, four edi- 
tors, and many Armed Services 
dental officers are on the member- 
ship roster. During the last two 
years additional growth was 
achieved through the affiliation of 
study clubs and forums, forming 
regional chapters. The Academy 
does not consider study clubs and 
groups engaged in special study 
projects as competitors. On the 
contrary, it is attempting to 
strengthen these efforts by the add- 
ed assurance of administrative con- 
tinuity. An advantage of united 
effort through central organization 
is continuity of existence, as 
against isolated groups that may 
rise or fall because of the extent 
of capabilities of individual lead- 
ers. 

Of the various methods of chap- 
ter afhliation, we find that the most 
frequent is that of a larger group 
of fifteen or twenty who desire to 
be the only authorized organiza- 
tion in their territory, but are will- 
ing to accept all applicants meeting 
Academy requirements. We have 
other instances of a group of eight 
(the smallest number acceptable) 
wanting to join as a unit but wish- 
ing to retain their identity as to 
region and number. Both condi- 
tions have been found workable. 
The larger group should be willing 
to assume responsibility for sys- 
tematic growth and the absorption

The Use Of Words 

When you use a word to describe some operation to a patient think 
less of what the word means to you and more of what the word means 
to the patient. If you will try a little experiment, it will impress on you 
the importance of this point. The next time your are with a group of 
people take just a simple word as “fast,” and ask each person to write 
down what they think of when you mention the word. Then have them 
tell what they wrote down. You will be surprised at the difference in 
answers you get. 


Part-time Secretarial Assistance

The Use Of Trusts For Tax Savings 

Contrary to popular belief, trusts may be used to advantage by almost 
anyone who is in a tax bracket higher than 20 per cent. In a typical 
situation, you transfer assets—securities, life insurance, and real estate 
—to a trust. Directions are given to the trustee as to what you want 
done with the income and principal of the trust—who is to receive it, 
and for what purpose. The tax savings result from the fact that trusts 
are taxed as separate accounts. These trusts are subject to the same in- 
come taxes as individuals; so if you are in the 30 per cent tax bracket 
you can transfer assets to a trust, the income from which will be taxed at 
rates beginning at 20 per cent. One use of trusts has been to finance chil- 
dren’s education. Consult your attorney and ask him to outline how a 
trust arrangement will help you reduce your taxes and increase your 
personal wealth. 


The Need for Emotional Balance in Personal Financial Planning 
Investors are as fashion conscious as women. At one moment, we are 
pessimistic and obsessed with the dangers of recession or depression, 
and the next with the possibility of inflation. At the present time, we 
are concerned with the seemingly never ending price level increases 
and the purchase of common stock as an inflation hedge. More and 
more people are buying common stock, and this has caused the market 
to go to unprecedented heights. There is not anything wrong with this 
if you do not lose sight of the fact that the market can decline as easily 
as rise. The year 1958 was a phenomenal one in stock market history. 
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According to The Exchange, the monthly publication of the New York 
Stock Exchange, 1041 of the issues on the New York Stock Exchange 
registered price increases, and only 26 showed declines, with 4 show- 
ing no change. This is an indication that “herd” instinct is prevailing 
over the investment decisions of many. Good financial planning dic- 
tates that you balance your investment portfolio between fixed dollar 
contracts such as life insurance, savings accounts, bonds, and equities, 
real estate, and common stock. 


Convertible Securities as an Investment 

Some of the bonds and preferred stock issued by corporations may 
be convertible into common stock. These securities have what is known 
as the conversion privilege. This privilege of right provides that these 
securities may be exchanged, on a predetermined basis, for a specified 
number of shares of common stock. For example, each Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation $1000, 514 per cent convertible debenture bond 
is convertible into, or can be exchanged for 20 shares of common stock 
whenever the investor desires to make the exchange. These securities, 
particularly the bonds, are attractive to many investors, because it 
gives them an income from the bonds, and also an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in any price increases in the common stock. It is a case of 
“having your cake and eating it too,” because the prices of the bonds 
will increase with the increases in the price of the common stock as 
the bonds are convertible into the common stock. 


Savings and Loan Associations As Savings Media 

Savings and Loan Associations are excellent depositories for your 
quick recourse or emergency funds as the rate of return is generally 
higher than it is with savings banks or commercial banks. Most of the 
share accounts of these associations are insured by the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation, an instrumentality of the federal 
government. 

However, there is not any assurance that you may withdraw these 
funds at any time you wish. The savings and loan association has 
restrictions on withdrawal which most of them have not enforced for 
a number of years. When an association is limiting its withdrawals, a 
single withdrawal may be limited to $1000 and then the balance goes 
to the bottom of the list of applications for withdrawals.

UNLEss a dentist periodically re- 
places his aging professional equip- 
ment and office furnishings he will 
one day be in possession of an ob- 
solete office. This obsolescence is a 
gradual, but inevitable, process. 
For that reason a dentist may fail 
to note the passage of the years 
as it affects his office surroundings. 
As determined by the Internal 
Revenue’ Service, professional 
equipment has a useful life of 10 
years (Bulletin F, IRS). Some re- 
ception room furnishings may have 
a somewhat shorter life. 
Replacing old equipment and 
fixtures with new should be a 
never-ending process throughout 
the life of the practice. Such re- 
placement should have, and prob- 
ably will have, a favorable effect 






on professional earnings, the char- 
acter of the practice, and the well- 
being of the dentist. A run-down 
office that has seen better days in- 
vites patients who have also seen 
better days, and to the exclusion 
of others. 

Until a few years ago, expansion 
of office facilities as well as mod- 
ernization through replacement has 
been difficult for many dentists. 
Heavy income taxation drained 
away a large part of earnings. 
which otherwise might have been 
used to modernize. True, an annual 
depreciation charge was then, as 
now, allowable. This had some 
small effect in reducing adjusted 
gross income subject to income 
tax. Unfortunately, traditional de- 
preciation methods then in effect 
made recovery both slow and un- 
certain. 
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This explanation of the liberal- 
ization of income tax depreci- 
ation formulas may convince 
you that you cannot afford to 
delay installation of new equip- 
ment. 


Starting in 1954, Congress rec- 
ognized this difficulty, and amend- 
ed the Internal Revenue Code to 
aid business. The Code was amend- 
ed again in 1958 to the same end. 
These amendments liberalizing de- 
preciation rules were enacted de- 
liberately as a calculated means of 
encouraging modernization of busi- 
ness. 

Dentists should thoroughly fa- 
miliarize themselves with these 
changes in depreciation rules. and 
should canvass the possibilities of 
modernizing aging office facilities 
with these new depreciation rules 
in mind. Where, before, modern- 
ization may have been postponed, 
it may now be logical and inevit- 
able. A good many dentists may 
come to the conclusion that they 
cannot afford not to modernize. 

The 1954 Code amendment per- 
mits the use of an accelerated de- 
preciation formula. This results in 
larger depreciation charges in the 
first years of an asset’s life, smaller 
depreciation charges in the last 
vears. An accelerated depreciation 
method may be used if (a) the 
asset was acquired new, (b) the 
taxpayer is the first user, and (c) 
it has a useful life of three years 
or more. 
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The 1958 Code amendment still 
further accelerates the amount of 
depreciation in the first year of 
acquisition. An additional first- 
year depreciation of 20 per cent of 
cost is permitted on assets (except 
buildings) acquired for use in a 
trade or business, or held for the 
production of income. This ad- 
ditional first-year depreciation 
charge is on top of normal first- 
year depreciation. 

Additional first-year deprecia- 
tion is applicable only to such as- 
sets as (a) have a useful life of 6 
years or more, and (b) were ac- 
quired after December 31. 1957. 
Assets may be either new or used 
at time of acquisition. Additional 
first-year depreciation is permissi- 
ble on assets costing not in excess 
of $10,000 in any one year. It 
should be noted the amount of 
normal first-year depreciation (aft- 
er additional first-year deprecia- 
tion is taken) may hinge on wheth- 
er the asset was acquired new or 
used. If acquired new, either an 
accelerated or straight-line method 
may be selected, as a dentist elects. 
If acquired used, only a straight- 
line method may be employed. 

Moreover, if the asset, new or 
used, has a useful life of less than 
6 years, additional first-year de- 
preciation is not available. If new. 
it may be depreciated by either an 
accelerated method (if useful life 
is at least 3 years) or straight-line 
method. If used, it must be depre- 
ciated by the straight-line method. 

These rules need stressing. Each 
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item purchased that is subject to 
depreciation must be separately 
considered to see which rules ap- 
ply. This will determine which 
method or combination of methods 
is applicable, and which offer the 
sreatest initial income tax advan- 
tage. 

For purposes of simplifying this 
discussion, preventing the illustra- 
tive tables from becoming too com- 
plex. salvage value at the end of 
useful life has not been taken into 
account. Depending on circum- 
stances, the nature and kinds of 
equipment and furnishing involved, 
salvage value may be substantial, 
negligible, or nonexistent. 


Straight-line method: This is the 
traditional depreciation method. 
Cost, less salvage value, is recov- 
ered through annual charges which 
are determined by the normal, use- 
ful life. The annual charge is cost 
divided by the number of years of 
life. 

Accelerated depreciation meth- 
od: Either a double declining-bal- 
ance or sum-of-the-years digits 
method may be used to accelerate 
the depreciation taken in the first 
years of useful life. The former 
may be preferred because it is eas- 
ier to calculate. As a starting point, 
normal useful life is used, as in 
computing straight-line deprecia-

tion. The double declining-balance 
method involves taking twice the 
charge allowed for the first year by 
straight-line method. Thereafter, 
this double rate is applied to the 
then remaining unrecovered bal- 
ance. 

Example: Certain professional 
equipment, cost $1000, has a 10- 
year life. Straight-line method 
would result in an annual charge 
of $100 throughout the life. The 
first year charge by the double 
declining-balance method would be 


would be $800. The next year’s 
depreciation would be one-tenth of 
$800 multiplied by two, or $160. 
The remaining unrecovered bal- 
ance would then be $640. 

Unlike other depreciation meth- 
ods, the double declining-balance 
method will not result in complete 
recovery at the end of useful life. 
The process will go on to infinity. 
This defect is remedied by a tax- 
payer being permitted to change 
to the straight-line method in later 
years. The straight-line method, at 


two times $100, or $200. The that switch-over point, is applied 
remaining unrecovered balance _ to the then remaining unrecovered 
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cost. This cost is divided equally 
among the remaining years to de- 
termine subsequent annual charges. 
The logical year to switch methods 
is the first year in which annual 
depreciation by the double declin- 
ing-balance method is smaller than 
it would be switching to straight- 
line depreciation. On a 10-year life 
basis this is the sixth year. 

Changing methods: Other than 
the foregoing exception, a depre- 
ciation method once elected must 
be continued. A taxpayer may not 
change his method as he sees fit, 
or as an income tax advantage ap- 
pears. The additional first-year de- 
preciation is available, as its term- 
inology indicates, only in the year 
of acquisition. 

Additional first-year deprecia- 
tion: Before the normal first-year 
depreciation, whatever method is 
determined, the additional first- 
year depreciation must be calcu- 
lated. This depreciation is then 
subtracted from cost to determine 
the remaining unrecovered cost. 
This remaining unrecovered cost— 
not original cost—is then the basis 
for determining the normal first- 
year depreciation as well as that 
of future years. 

Example: A dentist buys new 
fixtures and equipment at a cost 
of $2000 with a 10-year life. He 
takes additional first-year depreci- 
ation of $400. His remaining un- 
recovered cost is $1600. He uses 
the double declining-balance meth- 
od. His first year’s normal depreci- 
ation is $320. Total first year 
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depreciation: $720, or 36 per cent 
of the cost. By a straight-line de- 
preciation method alone he would 
have recovered only 10 per cent 
of the cost the first year, and by 
the double declining-balance meth- 
od alone only 20 per cent. This 
assumes there was a full year’s 
normal depreciation charge avail- 
able because of date of acquisition. 

Smaller charges later: One fact 
should be noted. When either an 
additional first-year depreciation 
allowance is taken, or an accelerat- 
ed method is used, or a combina- 
tion of these, depreciation charges 
in subsequent years will be less 
(see Table I). This initial advan- 
tage, later disadvantage, may or 
may not represent an over-all in- 
come tax advantage. This will de- 
pend on income tax rates in the 
future, subject to legislative 
change, as well as the tax bracket 
to which any part of a dentist’s 
income is exposed. 

If a dentist’s adjusted gross in- 
come over the years has become 
stabilized, and is not likely to push 
much higher in the future, the 
sooner and larger the tax saving 
effected the greater the benefit. By 
accelerating depreciation charges 
in the first years, a dentist will 
have the immediate use of larger 
tax savings (see Table II). This 
fact, in itself, will substantially 
lighten the burden of his capital 
outlay in the year of acquisition 
and immediately ensuing years. 
This was the legislative intent of 
the Code amendments. 
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Fractional year depreciation: 
Normal first-year depreciation 
must be adjusted downward if as- 
sets were acquired and held only 
part of a tax year. However, even 
late-in-year purchases entitle a den- 
tist to take the 20 per cent 
additional first-year depreciation 
charge, if the assets otherwise qual- 
ify for it. 

In acquiring depreciable assets, 


timing may be important. In some 
instances acquisition may be so 
timed that only additional first- 
year depreciation is available in 
the year of acquisition. This will 
create a larger normal depreciation 
charge for the next year if an ac- 
celerated formula is used.

THE DENTIST IS CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE 


ALMOST everybody requires dental care. Some of it is postponed for 
reasons of fear, ignorance, or lack of money. The attacks against fear 
and ignorance are by education. The lack of money presents a different 
situation. 

People who are retired and are required to live on unrealistic pen- 
sions cannot buy dental care. They go without attention and suffer 
misery, or the dentist is required to serve them at a reduced fee scale, 
or for no fee at all. 

With excessive taxes of all kinds and rising overhead expenses the 
dentist can no longer be a “private philanthropist.” By tradition and 
training he will not allow people in pain to go unattended. There is 
probably not a dentist alive who will not relieve pain whether a fee is 
involved or not. 

With the exception of the physician and the clergy, there are few 
other members in economic society who like the dentist will perform 
services for nothing. Certainly the purveyors of food, clothing, and 
shelter will not. The automobile people give nothing away. No form 
of commercial entertainment (and television is not an exception) is 
gratis. Air and sunshine are still free commodities until some “states- 
man” can figure out a way to put a tax on them. 

The dentist is caught in the middle because as prices go up and as 
inflation continues to spiral, more and more people are driven from the 
market for his services. People will continue to eat, buy liquor and 
gasoline, and pay to have a good time. People are disposed to look 
for excuses to stay away from the dental office anyway. If they think 
that they cannot afford the service that seems like a good enough ex- 
cuse. 
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The retired school teacher who is living on $70 a month and is re- 
quired to eat chicken necks and stale bread certainly cannot afford 
dental attention. The worker and his wife who are past 65 and must 
live on $100 a month social security are not good prospects as dental 
patients. Desire is not enough. Effective demand requires money. 

Legislators are generous with other people’s money. Legislators vote 
themselves salary increases and all manner of incidental allowances. 
They vote the public more taxes. Congressmen of both parties spread 
money all over the world and do little about inflation at home. We 
cannot buy friends abroad any more than we can buy them at home. 
Friendship is not something offered in the market place. 

All these extravagances affect business, including dental practice. 
Dentists do not live and operate in an economic vacuum. Their fees 
cannot keep pace with their increased costs of doing business and main- 
taining a home and family. They are on a treadmill. They may handle 
more money than they did ten years ago, but it is unlikely that they 
can save any more. 

On the matter of savings the dentist is again caught in the middle. 
Unlike the corporation executive who has voted himself a generous re- 
tirement income from corporate funds before taxation, the dentist must 
set aside funds after taxation. Unlike a retired employee who has social 
security plus a company retirement plan, the dentist now has social 
security plus anything he has been fortunate enough to save after he 
has paid taxes. And, unfortunately, what he has managed to save in 
bonds and life insurance has become decreased in value under inflation. 

And the dentist is caught in the middle with respect to “fringe” 
benefits. He has none, in fact. No trips at corporate expense, no auto- 
mobiles furnished to him, no generous entertainment accounts. 

The Boston Tea Party and Whisky Rebellion proved that our people 
have not always accepted unjust taxation with docility. No one would 
want to see disorder and violence as weapons of protest. But we can , 
be certain that if inflation is not checked the sufferings that will result 
will not lead to tranquility in the Nation.

Patient's Reaction to Bridge 

(.—Three months ago I constructed 
a removable partial appliance for a 
woman patient. She complained that it 
interfered with her tongue and speech. 
Then I constructed a fixed bridge with 
three-quarter crown preparations on the 
molar and first bicuspid. I took extreme 
care and time to try to make it as per- 
fect as possible. The patient wore it 
for about three days. Then she started 
to complain that it interfered with her 
chewing, and that there was interference 
of occlusion. 

I then ground the bite to the point 
where there was about one millimeter 
of space between the pontics and the 
lower teeth. Then her complaints were 
transferred to the abutment teeth. To 
avoid further complaints and to try to 
solve the problem I cut the pontics from 
the abutments. 

Now she complains of a feeling of 
fullness around the molar. She claims 
that it feels as if there is something 
caught between the tooth and the gin- 
gival tissues. I have checked and re- 
checked and I cannot find any over- 
hanging margins on the three-quarter 
crown or any subgingival calculus de- 
posits. Could it be due to excessive 
stress on the periodontal membrane 
caused by the angular axis of the tooth, 
or could it be the increase in occlusal 
forces on a tooth whose periapical third 
is so close to the maxillary sinus? 

I would greatly appreciate your reply 
and suggestions.—R.H., Michigan 

A.—I do not believe the symp- 


toms described are due to excessive 
stress on the periodontal mem- 
brane; the symptoms of acute per!- 
odontitis are different from the 
ones you described. The roentgen- 
ogram indicates a normal bony 
structure precluding any abnor- 
mality in relationship to the max- 
illary sinus. 

The insertion of a large fixed 
bridge of this type, normally pro- 
duces some changes in the stresses 
involved in the process of mastica- 
tion. Even the insertion of a simple 
amalgam often produces a change 
in the stresses of occlusion which 
is apparent for some time. 

I would suggest that you take 
considerable time to explain to 
your patient that a prosthetic appli- 
ance of this type is a foreign body; 
that its construction by virtue of 
changing the anatomic relation- 
ships in the mouth will require a 
certain amount of time before it is 
comfortable. 


Decalcified Areas 

Q.—Will you kindly advise what 
causes decalcified areas (white spots) 
most frequently found on the labial 
surface of upper centrals? 

Do they change in size at any time, 
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are they more prominent after eruption, 
and do they ever disappear? What can 
be done for these outside of restora- 
tions? 

Would dicalcium phosphate taken by 
a child help? Would this treatment help 
an adult?—T.P.D., Connecticut 

A.—Following are some of the 
causes for decalcified areas: 

1. Caries 

2. Early injury to enamel organ 
before eruption 

3. Hypocalcification at time of 
enamelogenesis 

4. Erosions due to high acidity 
and other causes 

The type of decalcification you 
describe, I believe, is due to early 
caries. These decalcifications are 
not self-corrective. The ability of 
the patient to reduce acidity in the 
mouth and maintain a high degree 
of oral hygiene can serve to inhibit 
their activity. Ultimately you will 
have to restore these areas. 

The taking of dicalcium phos- 
phate will not alter the structure 
of the enamel of the erupted tooth. 


Monilia Albicans 

().—I have a man patient, age 65, who 
has a burning sensation over the entire 
palate while wearing his upper denture, 
which I made six months ago. The pa- 
tient has fair retention, never any sore 
or tender spots, and can eat well with 
the dentures. 

I have given additional relief over the 
area of the nasopalatine and anterior 
palatine nerves, but this does not change 
the condition. The patient says that the 
longer he wears the dentures the greater 
the burning sensation, and he says that 
he has a feeling that the dentures are 
gripping the maxillary ridges. He moves 
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the upper denture a little and this will 
help the gripping and burning sensation 
for a moment. 

The patient had a lung removed 14 
months ago and seems to be in present 
good health. I have tried increasing 
postdam, decreasing postdam, and using 
adhesive powders. I have checked many 
times for any area with too much pres- 
sure, but nothing I do changes the con- 
dition. 

If you can give me any ideas as to 
what the cause may be I shall appreciate 
hearing from you.—J.R.J., Tennessee 

A.—Assuming that the upper 
denture you constructed fulfills the 
mechanical requirements, such as 
proper postdam, good periphery, 
adequate relief at the hard palate 
area as well as the palatine for- 
amina, I believe it is possible that 
this may be a problem of monilia 
albicans. Should this be the case, 
the use of Mycostatin® dusting 
powder will prove effective. 

Each time the denture is re- 
moved for cleaning it should be 
thoroughly cleaned, and the tissue- 
bearing surface covered with the 
dusting powder before returning it 
to the mouth. The mucosa under 
the denture usually clears up under 
this treatment. 


Chocolate Milk and Caries 

(.—Have there been any tests to as- 
certain whether chocolate will harm the 
teeth? Is it not wise to tempt children 
to drink milk with chocolate added 
rather than have them miss the benefit 
of milk ?—C.A.S., Maryland 

A.—To my knowledge, there has 
been no specific investigation to 
determine what effect chocolate has 
on children’s teeth. However, com- 
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pelling evidence has been compiled 
from experimentation with animals 
that carbohydrates, in general, and 
the monosaccharides and the disac- 
charides, in particular, are primar- 
ily responsible for the onset of 
caries. 

This does not imply that carbo- 
hydrates have to be eliminated 
from the diet. Genetic and nutri- 
tional factors cause variations in 
response to the ingested sugars. 
Antibacterial agents also play a 
role in this response to caries-pro- 
ducing carbohydrates. 

Naturally it would be better for 
a child to drink milk without an 
additive containing considerable 
sugar; on the other hand, if the 


child refuses to drink milk, it 
would be wiser to add chocolate 
than to deprive him of milk alto- 
gether. In any event, strict rules of 
good oral hygiene should be de- 
veloped. 


Increasing Freeway Space 

Q.—I am 60 years of age. I have lost 
my two lower first molars. I have a deep 
overbite. My freeway space would mea- 
sure about 9 mm. What has been your 
success with a removable casting with 
onlays on the lower teeth, raising the 
bite to give me a 4 mm. freeway?— 
B.A.H., Wisconsin 

A.—I have discussed your case 
with several dental colleagues and 
the consensus is that you should

be cautious in the changing of the 
disposition of your bite relation- 
ship. 

A masticatory apparatus is a 
complicated arrangement of forces 
and anatomic parts which have de- 
veloped their own peculiar pattern 
over a period of many years. 

It would be advisable to have an 
orthodontist make a preliminary 
study, which should include study 
models of the teeth, head x-rays 
and a careful analysis of the tem- 
poromandibular joint as to possi- 
bility of increasing the freeway 
space. 

Should the study prove favor- 
able, I would suggest that you 
make a temporary acrylic prosthe- 
tic appliance with simulated onlays 
on the teeth to determine whether 
or not such a removable appliance 
can be satisfactory. Later on, if the 
results are up to expectations, you 
can construct an all cast prosthetic 
appliance. 


Russian Children’s Dental Health 

Q.—I recently spoke to a group of 
teenagers on dental health. After the 
address two teachers came forward to 
ask me some questions. I was able to 
answer all but one. This is it: What is 
the condition of the teeth of Russian 
school children today? I would honestly 
like to know myself.—W.G.J., Massa- 
chusetts 

A.—I have consulted a number 
of dental colleagues and also the 
library of the American Dental 
Association in order to answer 
your question. Unfortunately, I 
have no positive statements to 
make concerning the condition of 
the teeth of Russian children. 

In my own opinion I would as- 
sume that the absence of frills and

A.—Unquestionably, the Ray- 
naud’s disease, Parkinson’s disease, 
arthritis, angina, and dry mouth 
are all part of the cardiovascular 
syndrome. 

So far as the mouth is con- 
cerned, I would do nothing more 
than have the patient drink a great 
deal of water. A regimen of a good 
geriatric vitamin with steroids 
might help. 


Stannous Fluoride 

Q.—Would you please give me the 
details of stannous fluoride application. 
From recent reports, it seems that it 
may be more effective than sodium fluor- 
ide. 

I am particularly interested in finding 
out where I can obtain it. None of the 
dental salesmen who visit me has it, 
and the local pharmacies do not carry 
it.—H.D., Texas 

A.—Stannous fluoride, by topi- 
cal application, for caries reduc- 
tion, is promising and worthy of 
continuing study. It should be used 
as follows: 

1. Clean teeth thoroughly. 

2. The treatment consists of iso- 
lation of the teeth with cotton rolls, 
drying them with compressed air, 
and wetting the crowns with the 8 
per cent stannous fluoride solution. 
Care should be taken to assure con- 
tact with the interproximal sur- 
faces. The applied solution should 
be permitted to dry in air for 3 to 
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2 minutes, after which the cotton 
rolls may be removed and the pa- 
tient dismissed. 

3. The foregoing treatment 
should be repeated for a total of 
four visits at weekly intervals.

This affected the 
third and fourth fingers of my left hand 
so that I could not hold my instruments, 
and I had to discontinue my practice. 

In 1945 I took out an accident and 
health policy with what I thought was 
one of the best insurance companies, 
but I now find that I was mistaken. For 
six months I have been trying to get an 
accident indemnity as the policy calls 
for, but the company is fighting and 
using every angle. They claim I am sick, 
which is not true. If they can prove I am 
sick the compensation will be about half 
of the accident policy indemnity. My 
attorney says he will present the case in 
court within the next week or so. 

I wish all dentists could be warned 
to check on the reliability of their in-
